Notes— 

1. Users of sheets having entitlement of 50 metric tonnes, or above, will 

be given licences for reels fot 50 per cent of their requirements. They 
will have the option to have licences for reels for their full require¬ 
ment. J 

2. Standard newsprint licensed from free resources will have to be imported 

against contracts entered into with specilic suppliers in the Scandi¬ 
navian countries and Canada. 

3. All allotments will be subject to marginal adjustments. 

5. With the exception of nevvspapers/peiiodicals mentioned in the succeeding 
paragraphs, it will not be possible to meel the demand of newspapers and perio¬ 
dicals for additional newsprint on account of increase in their periodicity, page 
area, number of pages, and circulation. However, within the authorised quota 
of newsprint for the licensing period, each newspaper or periodical will be free 
to adjust its periodicity, page area, number of pages and circulation to meet its 
individual requirements. 

6. Existing newspapers and periodicals with a circulation oT less than 10.000 
copies in 1961-62, will,' on application, be allowed to increase their circulation 
upto 10,000 copies, or by 25 per cent of their circulation during April 1961— March 
1962, whichever is less. Where an increase in circulation was permitted in 
1963-64, the 25 per cent increase, subject to a maximum circulation upto 10,000 
copies, will be permitted over and above that allowed in 1963-64 and will be calcu¬ 
lated on the circulation attained in October, 1963—March, 1964. However, the 
newspapers and. periodicals, whose circulation in 1961-62, etc., was below 5,000 
copies per publishing day, will, on application, be allowed' free increase in circu¬ 
lation upto 5,000 copies. 
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7. Existing dailies, including their Sunday editions, which were publishing in 
1957, or in the year in which they commenced publication, or were allowed to 
publish luter on, two, four or six pages per publishing day, or less, will, on appli¬ 
cation, be allowed to increase the number of their pages upto a maximum of 
four, six and eight per publishing day, respectively. No page increase will, how¬ 
ever, be allowed in the case of periodicals or in the case of daily newspapers, 
including their Sunday editions, to whom permission for increase in pages has 
already been accorded in 1952-53 or 1963-54, 

8 . (a) No newsprint will be allotted to new periodicals, New daily newspapers 
will be allowed generally an initial quota to develop and build up an average 
circulation to the maximum limit of 5,000 copies of eight pages per publishing day 
during the first three months after commencement of publication. During these 
three months, indigenous newsprint manufactured by Nepa Mills will normally 
be allotted. As a concession, this allotment may, however, on application, be 
converted into 50 per cent Nepa and 50 per cent imported newsprint. The quantity 
of imported newsprint so allowed will be adjusted against the entitlement for 
imported newsprint for the subsequent months. 

(b) After three months of publication, the daily newspapers will be required 
to produce evidence (Chartered Accountant's Certificate in the form given in 
Annexure II to this Public Notice) to show the average circulation achieved and 
the average page area and .number of pages printed during the first three months. 
If they attain the targetted average circulation, on the number of pages and size 
allowed, they will continue to receive newsprint quota for Lhe rest of the licensing 
period for the number of copies, size and average number of pages initially allow¬ 
ed. If however, they do not achieve the targetted average circulation and print 
the average number oi pages in the size allowed during the three months' trial 
period, they will be allowed newsprint quota for the average circulation actually 
achieved and the average number o£ pages and page area actually printed. 

(c) Existing newspapers and periodicals which did not obtain clearance for 
the use of newsprint or licences/authorisations therefor till 1983-64, will be treated 
in the same manner as new newspapers and periodicals. 

9. It will not be possible to allocate any quota of newsprint to newspaper 

chains, groups and multiple units tor publication of new periodicals and news¬ 
papers. ' ! I 

Note —Chains, groups and multiple units are those that have been categorised 
in Chanter V on pages 90 to 106 of the Annual Report of the Registrar of News¬ 
papers for India, 1963, Part I. 

10 Newspapers and periodicals which serve mainly as advertisement media 
or house magazines for particular linns or individuals, will not be given any 
licences/authorisations tor newsprint. 

11. The publishers and/or printers of newspapers/periodicals should furnish 
the following intormation/documents with their applications, separately in respect 
of each publication:— i I 

(i) Title of the newspaper/periodical and the date from which it is regu¬ 

larly published; i I 

(ii) Area of the page of ncwspnper/periodical (in sq. inches). 

(iii) Average number of pages per issue, including supplements, during 1957 

or the first year of publication. 

(iv) Periodicity of issue and language of the newspaper/periodical and 

whether it has been in regular publication from the 1st January, 
1963 to the 31st December, 1963, indicating the actual number of days 
of publication. 

(vi Average circulation per publishing day during the period April, 1961— 
March, 1962, indicating the paid and free (including complimentary, 
voucher exchange, bonus, sample and office copies only) circulation 
separately. Copies representing unsold returns and other copies 
which might have been printed, but not actually sold or distributed 
free as complimentary, voucher copies, etc., should not be included 
in the circulation statement, but shown separately. The number of 
copies distributed tree, unsold returns or any other copies printed 
but neither sold nor distributed free would be taken into considera¬ 
tion for purposes of allotment of newsprint, provided these represent 
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a reasonable percentage of the print order. The circulation should be 
certified by a Chartered Accountant where it exceeds 2,000 copies 
per publishing day. The certificate should be in the form given in 
Annexure II to this Public Notice. Chartered Accountant’s Certifi¬ 
cates—in the form given in Annexure II—certifying the page area, 
the average number of pages and monthwise average circulation 
during (a) April—September, 1963, and (b) October—March, 1964, 
should also be furnished in those cases where the circulation exceeds 
2,000 copies. J I 

(vi) Sample copy of an issue bearing the date of 1st April, 1964, or the 

date nearest to it. ' i 

(vii) Whether the newspaper/periodica] is registered with the Registrar of 

Newspapers for India, and, if so, the registration number allotted. 

(viii) Tire total quantity of newsprint (imported and indigenous to be shown 
separately) allotted and consumed during April 1963—March 1964. 
In case an applicant consumed more newsprint than what had been 
allotted for the period mentioned above, the source (s) from which 
the additional quantities were procured should also be indicated. 

(ix) Stocks and expected arrivals (to be shown separately) against licences/ 

authorisations in hand on 1st April 1964, 

Notes.— (a) Quantities of imported and indigenous newsprint should be 
shown separately. 

(b) Stocks and expected arrivals (to be shown separately) against 
advance licences/authorisations issued for 1964-65 should be 
indicated separately. 

(x) Details whether the newspaper/periodieal is (a) printed on rotary or 

flat-bed press or any other type of printing machinery, and (b) 
whether the newsprint used is in reels or sheets, glazed or unglazed, 
and the size of the reels or the sheets. 

(xi) If sheets are used, is import actually effected in reels which are con¬ 

verted into sheets on arrival in India? 

12. Small newspapers whose entitlement for newsprint is loss than 40 metric 
tonnes per annum will be exempted from payment of licence fee and production 
of income-tax verification number. This exemption does not cover art paper and 
specialised requirements of newspapers. 

13. If any actual user is not in a position to effect import himself against the 
licence issued to him, he can apply for a letter of authority in favour of the party 
through whom he desires to elfect import, provided such parties hold quota certi¬ 
ficates for newsprint or arc the sole agents of the foreign suppliers. 

14. The weight of white printing paper (excluding laid marked paper which 

contains mechanical wood pulp amounting to not less than 70 per cent of the 
fibre content) falling under this S. No, should not be less than 50 grammes per 
square meter, j I 

15. (a) Licences for art paper for cover pages and/or inside pages will be 
issued only to those periodicals which had been getting licences for art paper for 
cover pages and/or inside pages in the past. 

(b) No art paper will be licensed for cover pages of periodicals (printed on 

newsprint) whose average pages per publishing day arc less than 50. Such 
periodicals will, on application, be allowed to import glazed newsprint upto 100 
grammes per square meter. In other cases, art paper will be licensed for cover 
pages, but the grammage per square meter will not exceed 100 for periodicals 
printed on newsprint and having upto 100 pages per publishing day, and 135 In 
cases (where the number of pages exceeds 100). A higher grammage may be 
allowed, on the merits in each case, for cover pages of periodicals printed entirely 
on urt paper. | | 

(c) Art paper not exceeding 100 grammes per square meter will be allowed 

for inside pages. ] I 

(d) Entitlement for art paper for cover pages and/or inside pages will be 
worked out on the basis of the No. of cover and/or inside puges published on art 
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paper in 1957 and average circul.iLiun during li’o I-(>2, (as in the case ul news¬ 
print). it, however, Lhe cerlihed consumplmu jn J:j(!3*64 (Chaiteied Accoun¬ 
tants Cli ulicale in tile to)m given in i,immune lT[ lu -ins Public Notice to be

to) Normally, 90 per cent ol the i ntillemenl will be authmised from indige¬ 
nous art paper and the balance 50 per cent will be licensed in imported aLl paper, 
alter imposing a cut oi 10 per cent. 


16 A,U. applications for specialised requirements oi newspaper, such as steieo 
ilongs, rubber blankets, spare parts tor pinning macluneiy or any otnei essential 
item wtueh is nut iiiuigenousJy available, .nouiu be submitted, in duplicate, giving 
detailed ju.Tiheatiun lor impoi.l and Uie actual consumption or eacn eonunoaily 
duly supported by ceiliilcatc" iiom Chaiteied Accountants in the iurm given in 
Annexure ill to this Public Notice. These lerlilicales should give dulaiis ot the 
major items involved in eauh cast* and indicate consumption oi indigenous anu 
impol ted items sepaiaLeiy by value as well as by quantity, vdn to possible, during 
1963-64. The newspaper establishment should own the piintui-, pLe.iS ror winch 
specialised requirements arc applied, lui. Acquests joi the inipoit oi photogiaphie 
materials and copper sheets, etc., lor block making will be considered only il! the 
newspaper maintains its own processing, t.e., block-making department, 


17. A.U. applications tor import of slandard/glazed newsprint required lor 
publishing or LexUmoks apptuied/sanetiuiu d/iceoimnerided lor schools and colleges 
will be considered on the basis oi essentiality eertiniates in Lhe loim given in 
Annexure IV to this Public Notice truin die State Dnechos ol EducdUun/Aegistrars 
of the Univcisities concemeil, eeitilymg the essentiality ot their requirements lor 
giu/ed and/or sLandaid newsprint. The applicants should also iuiiush a declara¬ 
tion that they have not obtained any licence^ Lor import of slandard/glazed news- 
piint under Export PromoLtun beheme during any ot the two preteding periods. 
In cuse they have obtuined such licences during ihc spot died period, Uie details 
thereof, including the quantities licensed, should be lurmsheJ alongwith the 
applications. 


10. A.U. applications from publishers of books, other Ilian textbooks, will be 
considered lor import ol standard newspuni only (.52 gi amines pet sq. metre only). 
Requests should be supported by certificates iiom Chaiteied Accountants showing 
past consumption oi imported newsprint during 1962 and 1903. Chartered 
Accountant's Certificate should be fui mailed in the pi..u.ubtd iurm given in 
Annexure Ill to this Public Notice. Applications should he accompanied by the 
lists ol books published in the past year and ptoposed in he published in 1964. 
The applicants should also furnish a dec I a cal ion that they have not obtained any 
licences for import ot standard newsprint (63 gtammes per sq. mcLie only) under 
Export Promotion Scheme during any oi the two preceding periods. In case they 
have obtained such licence^ dining the speedier! period, the details thcleof includ¬ 
ing the quantities licensed should be furnished along with the applications. 
Licences wiil be issued on the basis ol past consumption of impelled newsprint 
only. 


19. Licences lor art paper, and specialised requirements ol Newspapers .and 
newsprint lor books (mentioned in remurks 15—II! above) will be issued on 
annual basis, subject 1o the conditions prescribed in para 6 oi Section 1 of Tied 
Book lor the yea,’ Apiil J964—March 1965. Licencelor Niwspimt for news¬ 
papers and periodicals will also be issued on an annual basis. Those licences will, 
ho novel, be subject to the condition I hat they will be utilised upto the 30th 
September 1964' lor 50 per cent of the quantity and value covered by them. 
It will no! be necessary lor tile actual useis to lelurn these licences tor endowe- 
ment in resit, et of utilisation ol the bal i ice 50 per cent. I ieenci s issued to news¬ 
papers and periodicals with nn annual entitlement upto f!s. 20,000/- in terms 
ot value, will not bo subject to the condition regarding utilisation of 50 per cent 
only upto the 30th September, 1964.
